The claimed cosmetic produces "unexpected anti-aging effects with respect 
to the elimination of wrinkles, e.g., fine lines. As explained In the Specification: 
The anti-ageing skin effect to be expected from Use inventive 
anti-ageing. skin cosmetic due to soma of its constituents is by far 
exceeded by an overall synergetic effect. In addition, the cosmetic 
achieves an excellent moisture replenishment in the skin which could 
not be expected from the basis constituents alone.

The participants in the test apply the serums 1 - 6 on areas of their faces, necks or 
decollete twice a day. Digitaiized images of the sites are made at preset intervals of one 
week and evaluated according to the number end depth of wrinkles using a computer 
programme.

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all relevant ingradfents in Serum I far exceeds the additive effect of the individual 
ingredients (gs a _ 6 ) . The results show-fee significant synergistic effect of the combination 
of all Individual actives. This Synergistic effect was unexpected toraa and there Is nothing 
In the cited references that discloses or suggests the synergistic effect. 

5, Irs addition, the following data is submitted in order to demonstrate the 
synergistic improvement In moisturizing effect exhibited by the claimed cosmetic. The 
data was obtained ftorn a comparative test with 12 female test subjects with dry 
combination skin, Skin moisture measurements were carried out wife a eomsometer CM 
B25 (Courage <& Khazaka, Germany) at 21°C end 52% relative humidity. 

The serums were applied two hours after prior skin cleansing. The results of 
moisturizing in percent are listed as mean values in the following table.
